RESOLUTION 

New Delhi- 2, the 3rd February 1950 

Subject: — National Council for Higher Education 
for Rural Areas. 

No* F.3-12/55-D 0(RHE). — 1 . For some time past 
Government of India have been considering the need 
for removing the disparity between the Rural and 
Urban areas in the matter of education. It is being 
increasingly recognised that the provision of such 
facilities In rural areas should be greatly increased, 
but it need not be on the same pattern as that In the 
cities and towns. The University Commission as well 
as the Secondary Education Commission have made 
certain important recommendations In this behalf. 
Meanwhile some promising rural institutions have 
grown up under the auspices of non-official agencies 
and they have done good work in the field of higher 
education for rural areas. It is necessary now to 
help them to develop on right lines so that they may 
provide not merely specialized training for rural 
functionaries but become the harbingers of a new 
educational movement directed towards the vitalisa- 
tion and enrichment of rural life and raising its 
material and cultural standards 

2. The Government of India had appointed a 

Committee on Rural higher Education to 
undertake a comprehensive survey and 
appraisal of promising ideas, institutions 
and exptriments in this field, to determine 

what specific projects and institutions should be 
encouraged to carry on experimental work and to 
recommend a possible pattern for Rural Universities 
and to suggest ways and means of making education 
in the existing universities more useful and more 
closely related to rural problems. 

3. One of the important recommendations made by 
the Committee pertains to the organization of a 
National Council for Higher Education for Rural areas. 
The Government of India have accepted this recom- 
mendation and it Is, therefore resolved that a National 
Council for Rural Higher Education be established. 


4 h Headquarters of the Council . — The headquarters 
of the Council shall be at New Delhi. 

2. Compos 

A. Ex-Officio members : — 

1. Educational Adviser to the Government of 

India (Chairman). 

2. Additional Secretary Ministry of Education, 

(Vice-Chairman-). 

3. Deputy Educational Adviser incharge of the 

Division, Secretary. 

B. 9 members to be nominated by the Chairman 
from the States. 

C. Other Officials. 

1. One representative of the Ministry of Health. 

2. One representative of the Ministry of Agricul- 

ture. 

3. One representative of the Ministry of Produc- 

tion (Cottage Industry Section). 

4. One representative of the Community Projects 

Administration. 

5. One representative of the Ministry of Finance. 

6. One representative of the University Grants 

Commision. 

The membership of the Council may be increased if 
and when considered necessary to give representation 
to other Interests or organizations. 

3. Tenure of office of Members. 

The term of office of all non-official members, nomi- 
nated to the Council for the first time, shall be three 
years from the date of appointment or nomination 
as the case may be provided that a member 
appointed or nominated in his or her capacity 
as a member of a particular body or as the holder of 
a particular office shall automatically cease to be a 
member If he or she ceases to be a member of that 
body or the holder of that appointment, as the case 
may be. The official members of the Council shall 
continue until they are replaced by others. All 
casual vacancies among the members (other than ex- 
ex-officio members) shall be filled by the authority or 
body who nominated the member whose place falls 
v ^ c ?n n t and the P erson appointed to a casual vacancy 
shall be a member of the Council for the residue of 
the term for which the person whose place is filled 
would have been a member. 

4. Functions and Powers . 

The Council shall have the following functions and 
powers , namely : — 

(a) to serve as an expert body to advise the State 
and Central Governments about improvement 
and expansion of rural education in all Its 
phases. 

(b) to advise the rural education institutions and 
act as the co-ordinating agency amongst them. 

(c) to examine and appraise proposals in this behalf 
referred to by the Government of India and 
the State Governments and assist in the 
implementation of approved programme, 

(d) to initiate schemes for the development and 
maintenance of standards of higher education 
in rural areas and to encourage research in 
problems relating to rural education in all its 
aspects. 

(e) to advise the Government of India on grants 
to be paid to institutions participating in the 
rural development schemes. 

(f) to appoint ad-hoc committees to assist in the 
attainment of any of Its objectives. 

(g) to frame its own rules and regulations to 
regulate matters not covered by this 
resolution. 

(h) to do all other acts and things whether inci- 
dental to the powers aforesaid or as may be 
required in order to further Its objects, 

6. (a) The Council shall constitute a Standing Com^ 
mittee consisting of not more than 7 members includ- 
ing the Chairman, th e Vice-Chairman and the Secretary 
which shall be the principal executive and consultative 
body of the Council and shall have such functions and 
powers as may be assigned to it by the Council, (b) 
The Standing Committee will meet as often as the 
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Committee may decide, provided that the Chairman of 
the Commitee may call a special meeting at any time 
when he considers it necessary. 

6. The Council shall ordinarily meet at least twice 
a year at a place and 6n a date to be fixed by it at 
the previous meeting. The first meeting of the 
Council shall, however, be convened by the Govern- 
ment of India and at a place and on a date to be fixed 
by it A special meeting of the Council may be 
called at any other time by the Chairman of the 
Council either on his own initiative or at the request of 
not less than l/3rd of the members of the Council. 

If the Chairman is unable to attend any meeting, 
the Vice-Chairman will preside and exercise the 
functions and powers of the Chairman. If both are 
absent, the Council shall elect from among themselves 
a Chairman who will preside over the meeting and 
exercise all the functions and powers of the president. 

No proceedings of the Council shall be invalidated 
merely by reason of the existence of a vacancy or 
vacancies among the members, 

(a) Ordered that a copy of this Resolution may 
be communicated to ail State Governments 
Universities and Ministries of the Government 
of India. 

(b) Ordered also that the Resolution be published 
in the Gazette of India for the general 
information.
